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Honor Prof. Stayer 
UNIATA’S SENIOR FACULTY 


member, Prof. J. Clyde Stayer, 


was honored by the college and 
community at a luncheon follow- 
ing Commencement on June 4. 


Dr. Edgar S. Kiracofe, profes- 
sor of education, and M. H. De- 
Forrest, well-known Huntingdon 
business executive, spoke in 
praise of Professor Stayer’s long 
service to college, church and 
community. Earlier in the day 
of his official retirement, “Prof” 
had been promoted to the rank of 
professor emeritus of mathema- 
tics. 

In special recognition of Pro- 
fessor Stayer, Dr. Kiracofe re- 
viewed the background of “a 
mathematician who first looked 
out into the world of form, space 
and number” on September 25, 
1890, in New Enterprise. 


Dr. Kiracofe explained that 
since 1923 Professor Stayer’s 
“main thread of service has been 
as teacher of mathematics, but 
his many-sided interests have led 
him into a wide range of college 
‘activities, such as director of 
athletics, graduate manager and 
schedule maker, coach of basket- 
ball for both boys and girls, and 
coach of track. He managed the 
college book store for six years 
and from 1935 to 1947 he ably 
filled the position of dean of 
men.”’ 


“Along with a busy college 
schedule, Professor Stayer has 
always found room for active 
church work,” his colleague stat- 
ed. 


“Whenever a job needed doing, 
Professor Stayer was willing to 
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give it his best,” Dr. Kiracofe 
emphasized. “Add to his official 
duties his wise counsel, his ser- 
vice to scores of committees and 
his life-long interest in the col- 
lege and the church, and you have 
Mr. Juniata, whose 37 years of 
service to the college are rich in 
the memories of generations of 
students.” 

Turning to Professor Stayer, 
Dr. Kiracofe pointed out that in 
his many capacities, he had “built 
a reputation as a ‘fair dealer’ long 
before the politicians became 
aware of the word, and through 
your conscientious teaching and 
friendly good humor, you were 
winning friends and influencing 
students before there was a book 
on the subject.” 


Mr. DeForrest praised Profes-

Council and Huntingdon Borough 
Water Commission. 


In community activities, Pro- 
fessor Stayer is president of the 
Borough Water Commission and 
a former president of borough 
council. He is an active member 
and past president of the Kiwanis 
club of Huntingdon. 


For many years, “Prof” served 
as chairman of the board of direc- 
tors of Camp Kanesatake, near 
Spruce Creek, Pa., owned by the 
State Sabbath School Association. 
He has held various positions in 
the campus church and the mid- 
dle district of the Church of the 
Brethren. 

Professor Stayer was gradu- 
ated from Juniata Academy in 
1910 and received his bachelor of 
arts degree from Juniata College 
in 1916. He later took work at 
the University of Michigan; 
YMCA Training School, Spring- 
field, Mass. ;'and received his mas- 
ter of arts degree in mathematics 
from the University of Pitts- 
burgh. 


105 Degrees Granted 


ACHELOR’S DEGREES were 
conferred on 105 men and 
women at the College’s Com- 
mencement exercises June 4 as 
the 80th year closed with an em- 
phasis on a Christian view of the 
atomic crisis. 


Dr. William G. Pollard, execu- 
tive director of the Oak Ridge 
Institute of Nuclear Studies, em- 
phasized the theme in his address 
to the Class of 1956. A physicist 
in atomic work and a priest of the 
Episcopal church, Dr. Pollard 
called on the class of 58 men and 
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47 women to face the crucial de- 
velopment of the atomic age 
‘with true Christian humility and 
trust.” 

President Ellis conferred 33 
bachelor of arts degrees and 72 
bachelor of science degrees. This 
was the largest group of June 
graduates since 1950 when 108 
were awarded degrees.

Cummins won the Dr. Irvin D.

Fisher, top-ranking chemistry 
student, and Nicholas, a pre-medi- 
cal major in biology, each won 
$100 from the Dr. Andrew B. and 
Maria F. Brumbaugh science fund 
for students in Division III. 


The Justina Marstellar Lang- 
don prize of $50 went to Nan HK. 
Heller (now Mrs. James D. Hunt), 
Duneansville. Bonnie E. Brum- 
baugh, Williamsburg, was the 
winner of the Women’s Work 
Council award presented by the 
Middle District of the Church of 
the Brethren. 

The Ward prizes, established 
last year by the Ward Trucking 
Corp., Altoona, were won by S.

Hallman took the $100 prize as

of the oldest prizes, the John M. 
and Thomas F. Bailey oratorical 
award of $75.

The freshman 
course once known as Remedial 
English, later as Fundamentals of 
English, has been dropped offi- 
cially. 

For several decades this non- 
credit course was required for 
freshmen who, on admission to 
college, were found to be seriously 
defective in English. 

Now the department of English 
has urged its removal to fit in 
with the gradual changes in ad- 
missions practices, guidance and 
instructional plan. 


It is felt that Juniata’s fresh- 


men can be expected to take a 


greater share of responsibility in 
meeting handicaps, and that other 
means of helping them will be 
more satisfactory from many 
angles. 


Wins Scholarship 


ONALD W. MILLER, ’58, 

Everett, has been selected as 
the first student at Juniata to re- 
ceive a new scholarship recently 
established by the Pennsylvania 
Farm Bureau Cooperative Asso- 
clation. 

Miller, a 25-year-old Army vet- 
eran, 1s a sophomore majoring in 
economics and business adminis- 
tration. He is a son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Milton Miller. 


The scholarship, valued at $300 
for the junior year, was the first 
established by the Farm Bureau 
Cooperative Association in a lib- 
eral arts college in Pennsylvania. 
It is available to a male student 
who “has lived in a small town 
and has had close ties with farms 
and farm people.” 


Ford Sends $70,000 


UNIATA COLLEGE has ac- 

cepted “with deep gratitude” 
the first installment of its share 
of $138,600 from the Ford Foun- 
dation’s appropriation to colleges 
and hospitals throughout the na- 
tion. A check for $70,000 was 
received on July 2. 


President Ellis stated that the 
college is “deeply gratified to re- 
ceive a share of the largest single 
appropriation in the history of 
philanthrophy.” 

At the same time, he pointed 
out that the Ford Foundation it- 
self has declared that “these 
grants by themselves are not by 
any means answer to the formid- 
able financial problems of colleges 
and universities.” 


“We, like many others, hope 
that such grants may be an ap- 
proach which will encourage oth- 
ers,’ Dr. Ellis stated. 


The financial needs of Juniata 
College “continue to be urgent,”’ 
Dr. Ellis maintained. ‘The col- 
lege, through its alumni and 
friends, is now raising money to 
match the Ford Foundation grant 
which actually will provide less 
than $100 per year for each fac- 
ulty member.” 

As Juniata faces its “growing 
opportunities and _ responsibili- 
ties,” it is necessary to recognize 
two important facts that “‘make 
our financial needs urgent,” the 
president explained. 1—Faculty 
salaries in church-related colleges 
in the past 20 years have risen 
less than practically any other 
profession; 2—the student does 
not pay the cost of his education 
—a substantial share comes from 
contributions.

31-YEAR-OLD Huntingdon 

County doctor of philosophy 
who is studying to be a medical 
missionary at Baylor University 
College of Medicine in Houston, 
Texas, won a prize of $250 in 
competition among medical stu- 
dents of the United States and 
Canada. 

Dr. Wayne Marvin Meyers ’47, 
second-year student at Baylor 
Medical College, was awarded 
second prize for his paper, “Pre- 
vention and Treatment of Blood 
Transfusion Reactions.” 

The Schering Award, spon- 
sored annually by the Schering 
Corporation of Bloomfield, N. J., 
seeks to encourage the under- 
graduate medical student to ex- 
plore current and recent research, 
' to integrate his findings with 
clinical medicine and to broaden 
his concept of practical therapeu- 
tics. 

The shy and unassuming Dr. 
Meyers came off a farm near 
Aitch to study chemistry at Juni- 
ata College. The Army inter- 
rupted his education for two 
years, but Meyers returned to 
Juniata to receive a B.S. degree 
in 1947. Heis the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. John W. Meyers of Aitch. 


He spent one year as a research 
lab technologist for Carnegie Illi- 
nois Steel Corporation in Pitts- 
burgh while definitely making up 
his mind to become a medical 
missionary. A Methodist, he en- 
rolled at the Moody Bible Insti- 
tute in Chicago for a two-year 
general Bible study course. 

“That’s where we met,” Mey- 
ers’ wife Esther related. “I was 
also studying at the institute to 
prepare for the mission field.” 


Dr. Meyers had already planned 
to go into Central Africa, prob- 
ably the Belgian Congo. Mrs. 
Meyers was born in the Belgian 
Congo where her father, a sur- 
geon, and her mother, a nurse,

have been missionaries since 
1923. She grew up there, coming 
to the United States to finish her 
schooling. 

“Everything fell neatly in 
place,” she laughed. The Mey- 
erses were married in 1953 and 
have a daughter, seven months. 

To further prepare him for his 
future, Dr. Meyers went to the 
University of Wisconsin, receiv- 
ing his M.S. degree in 1953 and 
his Ph.D. degree in 1955, both in 
medical microbiology. His field 
of study was principally con- 
cerned with Trypanosoma lewisi, 
a disease quite universal in the 
tropical areas such as the Congo. 

He enrolled at Baylor Univer- 
sity College of Medicine in 1954 
and is regarded by classmates and 
faculty as an outstanding stu- 
dent. During his first semester 
at Medical school, Dr. Meyers 
completed his Ph.D. thesis—quite 
an accomplishment for any 
scholar.

Chemist Heads Section 


Chief of Section 


EW CHIEF of the Electro- 
chemistry Section of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards, suc- 
ceeding Dr. George W. Vinal, is 
Dr. Walter J. Hamer ’29. 


Dr. Hamer is widely known for 
his work in the field of electro- 
chemistry particularly in stand- 
ardizing the Scale of Acidity 
(pH); investigation of electro- 
lysis of uranium salt solutions; 
research on dry cells, reserve- 
type batteries and standard cells, 
and the maintenance of our Na- 
tional unit of electromotive force. 
Dr. Hamer came to the National 
Bureau of Standards in 19385 
where he worked in the physical 
and electrochemistry sections. 

Before coming to the Bureau, 
Dr. Hamer was a research asso- 
ciate at the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology from 1934 to 
1935. From 19382 to 1934 he held 
a U. S. Navy post-doctorate re- 
search fellowship at Yale Univer- 
sity and studied the thermody- 
namics and physical chemistry of 
the leadsulphuric acid storage 
battery. 

Born in Altoona, Dr. Hamer re- 
ceived his B.S. in chemistry from 
Juniata in 1929 and a Ph.D. in 
physical chemistry from Yale 


University in 19382. During World 
War II he was active in work for 
the National Defense Research 
Council and the Manhattan Proj- 
ect. 


In 1945, he received Certificates 
of Award from the Office of Sci- 
entific Research and Development 
and from the Manhattan Project. 
His work on the pH of potassium 
acid plethalate has been accepted 
by the British Standards Institu- 
tion as the primary pH Standard 
of Great Britain. 


Dr. Hamer is a member of the 
American Chemical Society, the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, the Fara- 
day Society, the Washington 
Academy of Sciences, the Electro- 
chemical Society, a fellow of the 
American Institute of Chemists, 
and a fellow of the New York 
Academy of Sciences. 


Dr. Hamer married the former 
Alma Robinson, of Parkers Land- 
ing, Pa., in 1941. Mrs. Hamer is 
a graduate of Wellesley College, 
with a degree in chemistry. The 
Hamers have one daughter, Mar- 
garet, who is five. The family 
lives at 3028 Dogwood St., NW, 
Washington, D. C.

Ken Bunn, named to the faculty 
as instructor in physical educa- 
tion, also will coach baseball and 
assist in basketball.

‘Chuck’ Knox ’54, who had accept- 
ed the position of assistant coach, 
has taken the head coaching post 
at Ellwood City High School. 


Bunn succeeds another Penn 
State grid star, Bob Hicks, who 


guided Juniata through two un- 


beaten seasons as the Indians ex- 
tended the nation’s longest small 
college winning streak to 23. The 
team was tied 6-6 by Missouri 
Valley in the Tangerine Bowl on 
Jan. 2 at Orlando, Fla. Hicks re- 
signed in early March to become 
head coach of football and base- 
ball at DePauw University, 
Greencastle, Ind. 


Selection of Bunn, 27, a State 
College high school product, was 
made “after careful screening of 
about 40 candidates,” according 
to President Calvert N. Ellis. 


Dr. Ellis stated Bunn was ap- 
pointed “because he has been 
highly recommended by his for- 
mer coaches as a fine student of 
the game of football and because 
his ideals, loyalty, enthusiasm 
and determination have been rec- 
ognized as superior by those -he 
has served and coached.” 


Bunn played center under three 
head coaches at Penn State—Bob 
Higgins, Joe Bedenk and Rip 
Engle. Rip considered him “one 
of the most valuable men we had 
on the squad.” He was all-state 
center in 1950. 


Appointment of Bunn provides 
Juniata with its third successive 
Penn State product in this post.

at North Carolina State, led Juni- 
ata to its first unbeaten season in 
1953 after seven years at the 
helm.

A GRANDSON of the first president 
(James Quinter) of Juniata College, 
James Quinter Holsopple, ’20, died un- 
expectedly May 10, 1956, of a heart at- 
tack at the Veterans Administration 
Hospital, Perry Point, Md. 


Dr. Holsopple, 56, a pioneer in clini- 
eal psychology, was serving as chief 
investigator in the Veterans Adminis- 
tration research on lobotomy treatment 
at Perry Point. During the last 10 
years, he was a leader in the VA’s 
large-scale clinical psychology work 
after becoming one of the first psy- 
chologists to devote full time to such 
work. 


Born in Parkerford, Pa., Dr. Holsop- 
ple was graduated from Juniata in 
1920, then received his Ph.D. from 
Johns Hopkins University.

James Ambrose Shook 





AN EDUCATOR who left more than a 
passing mark upon the public schools 
of Reading, Pa., James Ambrose Shook 
’08, died at 75 on May 8, 1956. 


One of Reading’s leading citizens, 
Mr. Shook was recognized as “a school- 
man of many interests and competen- 
cies.” He served for 28 years as princi- 
pal of Reading’s Northeast Junior High 
School and guide of more than 25,000 
of the institution’s former students. 


Mr. Shook, who retired June 14, 1946, 
lived at 2513 Cumberland Ave., Mount 
Penn. He was the first man in the 
Reading school district to be named 
principal of. a coeducational school. 


During his 23 years as head of North- 
east, Mr. Shook developed many unique 
features at the school, among them the 
Alumni Hall and the Hall of Fame. 
During his.administration more than 
40 clubs, including several drill teams, 
were organized for students. 


Recognized as an authority on con- 
stitutional history of the United States, 
Mr. Shook earned a master of arts de- 
gree in history and sociology in 1916 
at the University of Pennsylvania. 


A year after his retirement, Mr. 
Shook accepted-a position on the faculty 
of Temple University High School, 
Philadelphia. He taught courses in 
economics, political science and history 
before retiring again in 1954, 

Born in Bellefonte, the former princi- 
pal received his A.B. degree from Ju- 
niata in 1908. That year he became 
supervising principal of schools at Elk 
Lick, Pa. He later headed the history _ 
and social studies departments of 
schools in Pottstown and Wilmington, 
Del. For five years he was a member 
of the faculty at the former Reading 
Boys’ High School. 

Expressing a tribute to Mr. Shook, a 
Reading editorial writer stated: “By 
preachment and precept he exercised a 
lasting influence for good.”
